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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious the overall claimed invention of a ventilator 
comprising: a control unit for controlling an inspiratory unit and an expiratory valve to 
regulate a flow of breathing gas by generating a recruitment phase with an elevated 
basic pressure for the breathing gas, with a plurality of breathe superimposed on the 
elevated basic pressure and an increased breathing rate with no withdrawal of the 
breathing gas.
